W ashington, Jau. lo.—The senate 
yesterday p ass(*d the measure known as 
the free homestead bill. It is a measure 
of far-reaching imp ortance, p articularly 
to the west, and the interest in it was 1 
shown by the fact that a p lank concern­ 
ing it was a feature of the sev eral 
national p latforms. 
The effect of the 
bill is to op en to settlement all p ublic 
lands acquired from Indians free of any 
p ayment to the gov ernment beyond the 
minor office fees and to release from 
p ayment those who hav e heretofore set­ 
tled on those lands. The number of 
seres inv olv ed, according to an esti­ 
mate made by the commissioner of the 
general land office, is 38,253,541, which 
would hav e yielded the gov ernment at 
the p rices heretofore established # 35,- 
# 48,006. 
To offset this statement, it 
\yas brought out during the debate that 
the lands were mainly arid, aud that 
those who settled up on them were unable 
to make p ayment up on them by reason 
of the scanty p roducts of the soil. 
The western senators, in the main, 
fav ored the bill, as an exteutiou of the 
general homestead p olicy of the gov ern­ 
ment. 
The op p osition was directed 
by Mr. Platt (Gouu.j, and Air. Vilaa 
(W is. 1 
As the bill p assed in the house it 
cov ered only the lauds acquired from 
the Iudians in Oklahoma, but as p assed 
yesterday the bill includes all Indian 
lands. The final v ote showed a decisiv e 
majority iu fav or of the measure. 
Following the disp osition of this bill 
Mr. Morgan sought to hav e the Nicar­ 
agua canal bill made the unfinished 
bciiil*» “ 
Thu» nrwinitatod a v ote, 
which to some extent was a test of 
strength of the bill itself. On Mr Mor­ 
gan's motion to take the biil up the 
v ote was 88 to 6, or less than a quorum, 
so the motion did not p rev ail, although 
it disclosed the strength of the measure. 
During the day Mr. Morgan secured 
the adop tion of a resolution for an in­ 
quiry by the judiciary committee as to 
whether the p rop erties of the Union and 
Central Pacific Railroad comp any now 
belonged to the United States by reason 
of alleged defaults in the p ayment of 


Other resolutions adop ted were by 
Mr Chandler, instructing the interstate 
commerce commission to inquire into 
the rep orted combination of Lake v essel 
interests to maintain rates; and by Mr. 
Cullom calling on the civ il serv ice com­ 
mission to exp lain delay in making an­ 
imal rep orts.

Itooker T. Witshingloa Talk» on This Sub­ 
ject at Indianap olis. 


W ednesday night the famous colored 
orator and educator, Booker T. W ash­ 
ington, of Tuskegee, A la, leetured at 
Indianap olis on “The Fortunes of th e 
Colore i Peop le oi the South.'' 
Prof. W ashington discussed brief! y 
the false solution offered for the negro 
question, namely, colouiz ition, territor- 
ization and the absorp tion of his race 
into the 
Anglo-Saxon. 
He 
th en 
offered his own solution, which consists 
in training the negro on industrial and 
scientific lines th a t he may succeess- 
fully com p ete with the white man 
in skilled as well as unskilled labor. 
He sought first to teach economy, in ­ 
dustry, habits of thrift and accum ula­ 
tion of p rop erty and stated his firm un ­ 
alterable conviction th at 
the n eg ro 
with means and skill will receive the 
treatm ent of a gentlem an from 
his 
white neighbors. 
He believed it as p os­ 
sible fo ra race as an individual to work 
out its own salvation. 
He gave a sta te ­ 
m ent of the growth of “Tuskegee nor­ 
mal and industrial institute" as a p roof 
that the negro was hard at work trying 
to “ev olute” himself. 
In 
1HK|, the lecturer 
started his 
school with thirty p up ils; the p ast year 
it had 1,100 p up ils and eighty in struc­ 
tors, and 400 p up ils had been turn ed 
away for lack of room. 
The institute 
has thirty-six buildings, and 1,800 acres 
of land, valued at $2-0,000. 
From this 
center had gone forth skilled hands 
and strong hearts to stim ulate, direct 
and energize the negro race in every 
com m unity. 
Pup ils from twenty-two 
states were enrolled. 
He hop ed to so 
elev ate his own race that the w hite race 
north and south should be elev ated 
also. 
The 8,000,000 colored p eop le 
could not be degraded in the U nited 
8 t ates w ithout the whites at th e sam e 
tirao lowering tiieir own standard of 
civilization. 
The lecturer received generous ap ­ 
p lause throughout his discourse. 
He i3 
a forcible, fluent 
sp eaker and used 
most effectively satire and anecdotes to 
illue'rate his various p oints.

P ecu lia r J e w ish In stitu tion C a rried on 
Xn N ew Y ork. 
A loan office w here tho o n !/ security 
required is honor is surely novel enough 
to notice. 
Such an institution can be 
found here. For years it has carried on 
business on tho theory th a t v ast mar 
jorities of men are honest in money 
m atters. 
A total stranger, by m erely 
leav ing his nam e and address, can bor­ 
row from $5 to $25 in cash. 
No p ledge 
is taken, no interest is charged. 
As 
p roof of the fact th a t p eop le are honest 
It m ay be stated th a t th is office has p ut 
$60,000 annually into circulation iu 
■mall loans during the last four years. 
The books show th a t but $489 has been 
lost because p eop lo failed to return w hat 
they had borrowed. In m any cases p eo­ 
p le try to return m ore than they have 
received, but the rules of the office for­ 
bid th eir m aking th is sacrifice. 
Of 
course this rem arkable loan office is 
not m anaged by an ind iv id ual or a firm. 
Its m em bership em braces 400 resident» 
of tho lower east side. 
A bout 250 a rt 
p rop rietor« of sm all east side business 
houses and are in easy circumstances. 
The other 150 mem bers are p our w ork­ 
ing p eop le— p ush cart m rn, tailors,street 
p eddlers, e ta T heir w ages w ill not av­ 
erage $10 a W’eek. 
The 250 business 
m en p aid in $10 as dues the first year, 
and the 150 w’orking p eop le gave $8 
each. T his made a fund of about $3,000 
w ith w hich to start the loan office. The 
p aino am ount has been p aid in every 
year, and the association has received 
m any donations. Today the association 
has about $15,000 loaned out and about 
$3 ,000 in cash on hand. 
The society 
p uts out its money on an average of 
about four times, a year. 
C ounting it 
every tim e it is p ut in circulation, about 
$60,000 is loaned annually. 
T his help ful institution, w hich dou­ 
ble discounts the church p awnshop es­ 
tablished here tw o years ago, bears a 
H ebraic name, w hich in E nglish means 
th a t money is loaned according to the 
law* laid down in the Bible— nam ely, 
w ithout security, w ithout interest, w ith ­ 
out knowledge w hether th e borrow er is 
honest un til after a tria l has been given 
and w ithout allow ing any one m an to 
know th a t a brother needs help . 
Of the money loaned not a cent ha« 
ever gone to a member, the deserving 
p oor alone being aided. 
A ll an ap p li­ 
cant has to do is to leave his or her 
nam e and address. 
No indorsem ent or 
certificate of honesty is needed. 
No re­ 
ligious distinctions art* m ade, all ap p li­ 
cants being treated 
alike, 
For four 
years th is rem arkable loan office has 
been quietly doing good. 
It does not 
seek notoriety, and few outside the te r­ 
ritory w hich p rofits by its help fulness 
know th a t such a w orthy institution ex­ 
ists. 
W hen a borrow er enters the office 
and begins to tell a tale of woe, the sec­ 
retary p rotests. 
If he sees the p erson is 
needy, money is handed gp t, and the 
bonus* er in iold ih a i ii i» hot iwowwury 
to relate his or her troubles. If a p erson 
has borrowed $5 and rep aid it, $10 w ill 
be loaned. If $10, then $15 w ill be giv ­ 
en, and so on up to $25. 
The w ard in 
w hich th is loan office is located has 
100,000 p eop le p acked into a radius of 
one m ile, a greater p op ulation to ths 
area than can be found in any othex

W ashingto n discussed brief! y 
the false so lutio n o ffered fo r the negro 
questio n, namely , co lo aizitio n, territo r- 
izatio n and the abso rptio n o f his race 
into the 
Anglo -Saxo n. 
He 
then 
o ffered his o wn so lutio n, which co nsists 
in training the negro o n indu strial and 
scientific lines th a t he may succeess- 
fully co m pete with th e w hite man 
in skilled as well as u nskilled labo r. 
He so u ght first to teach eco no my , in ­ 
du stry , habits o f thrift and accu m u la­ 
tio n o f pro perty and stated his firm u n­ 
alterable co nvictio n th a t 
the negro 
with means and skill will receive the 
treafm ent o f a gentlem an fro m 
his 
white neighbo rs. 
H e believed it as po s­ 
sible fo ra race as an individu al to wo rk 
o ut its o wn salvatio n. 
He gave a sta te­ 
m ent o f the gro wth o f "Tu skegee no r­ 
mal and indu strial institu te" as a pro o f 
th at the negro was hard at wo rk try ing 
to "evo lu te” himself. 
In 
1881, the lectu rer 
started his 
scho o l with thirty pupils; th e past y ear 
it had 1,100 pupils and eighty in stru c­ 
to rs, and 400 pupils had been tu rned 
away fo r lack o f ro o m. 
The institu te 
has thirty -six buildings, and 1,800 acres 
o f land, valued at f ‘2'0,000. 
Fro m this 
center had go ne fo rth skilled hands 
and stro ng hearts to stim u late, direct 
and energize the negro race in every 
co m m u nity . 
Pupils fro m twenty -two 
states were enro lled. 
He ho ped to so 
elevate his o wn race that the w hite race 
n o rth and so uth sho uld be elevated 
also . 
The 8,000,000 co lo red peo ple 
co uld no t be degraded in the U nited 
St ates w itho ut the w hites at th e same 
tim e lo wering their o wn standard o f 
civilizatio n.

Mrs. Howe concedes th at 
the manners of p olite society today are 
not so p olite as they wore in her youth, 
that young women are losing in tone 
and culture and dignity, and young men 
in esteem and deference for women, w ith 
the result of a general cheap and easy 
standard of uanners. N otw ithstanding 
this « lamuge to society Mrs. Howe be 
lieves that sup erior ex ternal benefith 
have accrued; th a t women are leading 
nobler and better liw'snrtd filling larger 
p laces. Mr. Bok assents to Mrs. Howe’s 
first p rop osition, but radically dissents 
from her conclusions. ‘ ‘ The fact is, ’ ’ he 
says, " th a t women of every m ind art- on 
all sides beginning to reckon the cost of 
this ‘m ovem ent’ foi the ex tension of 
their ‘p rivileges. ’ Even those w ho were 
strong adherents in the ‘fa ith ’ a t the 
tx 'ginniug are showing signs of an abate­ 
m ent of enthusiasm . 
It is not alone in 
the circles of fashion th at the p oisonous 
arrows of w om an’s ‘enlarged sp here’ 
have entered, but in every grade and 
walk of our social life. A nd in each in ­ 
stance absolute dam age lias been dune. 
“ Wo need not go so far as to say th a t 
as men and women we are deteriorat ing, 
or th at the social structure is in any 
danger of collap se.

THE GAME BUTCHERS’ WORK. 


Wanton Slaughter by liuutcis In the JacU 
« on H ole C ountry. 
The Am erican F ield jum p s up on the 
foreigners who come to the U nited 
States, seek out those localities where 
most of the big game is to be found, 
and then lay them selves down to the 
work of slaughtering it w ith rifles. 
A 
favorite resort of these game butcher; 
is the Teton basin. Here are found elk. 
deer and antelop e, w hich ar« > being kill 
cd off rap idly 
The Teton basin, Jack 
son’s Hole, is m uch lower than the Nu 
tional Yellowstone p ark, and m uch of 
the big game m igrates south to it, as a 
warm er clim ate is to be found in the 
valley. It is here th at the hunters from 
abroad congregate, and in sp ite of the 
Wyoming state laws kill game w anton­ 
ly. 
If these men would kill a coup le 0 / 
heads of each kind, taking care of the 
meat, an« l follow ing up wounded game, 
little or A objection would be made. 
These hunters, some of whom an 
kmerieans, p ass through the N ational 
p ark on their way home w ith wagon 
loads of skins and horns. 
The law in 
relation to transp orting gam e reads 
that "p ossession w ithin the p ark of the 
dead bodies or any p art thereof of ;.nv 
wild bird or anim al shall be p rim a fa­ 
cie evidence that the p erson or p t r. cus 
having the same are guilty of v iolating 
this a c t." W ith this act behind him 
the sup erintendent could squelch the 
wholesale slaughterers of gam e in the 
region of the Yellowstone p ark, accord­ 
ing to The Am erican Field. 
Cap tain 
Anderson, the sup erintendent, is urged 
to make an effort to enforce the law 
W hat would be better yet would bo the 
annex ation « if the Jackson’s Hole coun­ 
try to the Yellowstone p ark.

THE CLIF^ 
RUINS OF COLORADO 


A Region of Ewpecia l Interrst to Students 
of ihe Prehistoric. 
The cliff ruins of the San Juan and 
the Mancos hav e been the center of a t­ 
traction, have been viewed from all 
sidi^s, and their wonders l ave been told 
and retold to the w orld tim e and tim e 
again. 
Scientific men have visited the 
region, have p enetrated southw estern 
Colorado and have considered th a t « ac­ 
tion a p lace of « sp ecial interest, because 
the cliff aud cave dw ellings arc p robably 
tho oldest in this strange land, being 
tiie first built in th a t m ysterious journey 
southw ard of a great but unknow n p eo 
p ie. 
For, 2 0 years the pe&sp tutor has 
followed the San Ju a n riv er and gazed 
w ith careless unconcern on tho rough 
ami broken w alls, so full of interest to 
die archaeologist 
B ut the m ind of the p rosp ector has 
no room for curios, and he has no time 
for archaeological inv estigation, 
lie 
sees only the g litte r of the gold in the 
sand, and thinks only of tho tirno when 
he shall hav e m ade his stake. 
In No­ 
vem ber of 1S92 hundreds of gold h un t­ 
ers rushed m adly into the canyon north 
of tho N av ajo m ountain, trav eled 300 
m iles over bleak, desert tablelands, suf­ 
fering terribly from the cold, hunger 
and the long, w earisom e journey. 
In a 
few days they had staked off all the 
av ailable land for f» 0 m iles up and down 
tho riv er and then returned hem e w ith ­ 
out hav ing obtained so much as a coloi 
of gold, and today have nothing to show 
for it but the stakes. 
It is one of tho m ost w ildly p ictur 
esqno and beautiful 
regions 
in the 
world. 
The bleak old N av ajo m ountain 
rises abrup tly and tow ers like a grim 
sentinel over the surrounding mesas, 
w hile in a canyon gorge more than 8,000 
feet below its base the 
Rio San Juan 
ap p ears like a silv er thread. The canyon 
is several m iles wide, and a descent can 
be m ade to tho riv er only by a p recip i­ 
tous trail, but as the riv er ap p roaches 
tho great Colorado the canyon becomes 
more narrow and the w all more p erp en- 
aioular, and w hen it merges into the 
G rand canyon it is scarcely more than a 
deep , « lark channel. 
A few m iles from the Colorado river, 
w here t he canyon is not more than 80C 
or 1.000 feet from w all to wail, and 
w here the w alls are p erp endicular a uu 
smooth, on the rig h t w all are the p ic­ 
tures of seven 
w arriors w ith 
bows 
draw n to the last notch, w hile across 
the riv er on the op p osite side are the 
p ictures of seven antelop e, ap p arently 
l.u full run to escap e the hunters. These 
p lctur« ‘s are well ex ecuted and are in 
the most inaccessible p lacea Ev idently 
the artist had to be lowered from a 
ledge hundreds of feet above tho p icture 
and held susp ended w hile he p erformed 
his tedious task. There are m any p laces 
iu the m ystic southw est whero such 
p aintings are to be fo u n d .— Denver 
Field and Farm .

A Prepa ra tion For Pa dding. 
C rv m any p ersons would like to 
know how to p ad sheets of p ap er so as 
to m il e tablets, but do not understand 
the p rop er com p osition for p utting on 
the cages. 
Tho follow ing recip e

v oucied for by com p etent authority: 
Glue, 4 p ounds; glycerin, 2 p oinds; 
linseed oil, one-half p ound; sugar, one* 
quarter p ound; aniline dyes in suffi­ 
cient quantity to color. 
The gluo is 
softened by soaking it in a little cold 
w ater, then dissolved, together w ith the 
sugar, In the glycerin by uid of heat 
over u Water bath. To this the dyes are 
added, after which the oil is well stir­ 
red. U is used hot. A nother com p osi­ 
tion of n som ew hat sim ilar nature is p re­ 
p ared aa follow s: Glue, a p ound; glycer­ 
in, 4 ounces; glucose sirup , about 2 
tablesp coDluls; tanuin, one-tenth ounce. 
Give the com p ositions an Lour or m ere 
in which to dry or set before cutting or 
handling the p ads.— New York Ledger.

K ail road Matter In the Senate—Other 
New. of the Nation** Capital. 


W ashington, Jan. 15.—The senate 
yesterday passed the measure known as 
the free homestead bill. It is a measure 
of far-reaching importance, particularly 
to the west, and the interest in it was 
shown by the fact that a plank concern­ 
ing it was a feature of the several 
national platforms. 
The effect of the 
bill is to open to settlement alt public 
lands acquired from Indians free of any 
payment to the government beyond the 
minor office fees aud to release from 
payment those who have heretofore set­ 
tled on those lands. The number of 
acres involved, according to an esti­ 
mate made by the commissioner of the 
general land office, is 33,252,541, which 
would have yielded tho government at 
the prices heretofore established $85,- 
$ 18,0 0 6. 
To offset this statem ent, it 
was brought out during the debate that 
the lands were mainly arid, aud that 
those who settled upon them were unable 
to make payment upon them by reason 
of the scanty products of the still. 
The western senators, in the main, 
favored the bill, as an exteution of the 
general homestead policy of the govern­ 
ment. 
The opposition was directed 
by Mr. Platt (Conn.), and Mr. Vilas 
(Win ) 
As the bill pass,Hi in the house it 
covered ouly the lands acquired from 
the Indians in Oklahoma, but as passed 
yesterday the tail includes all Indian 
lauds. 
The final vote showed a decisive 
m ajority in favor of the measure. 
Following the disposition of this bill 
Mr. Morgan sought to hav** the N icar­ 
agua canal bill made the unfinished 
business.

Prof. Washington discussed brief! y 
the false solution ottered for the negro 
question, namely, coloni* ition, territory 
iz ition and the absorption of his race 
into the 
Auglo-Saxon. 
He 
then 
ottered his own solution, which consists 
in training the negro on industrial and 
scientific lines that he may su ccess­ 
fully compete with the white man 
in skilled as well as unskilled labor. 
He sought first to teach economy, in­ 
dustry, habits of thrift and accumula­ 
tion of property and stated his firm un­ 
alterable conviction that 
the negro 
with means and shill will receive the 
treatment of a gentleman from 
his 
white neighbors. 
He believed it as pos­ 
sible fora race as an individual to work 
out its own salvation 
He gave a state­ 
ment of the growth of "Tuskegee nor­ 
mal and industrial institute" as a proof 
that the negro was hard at work trying 
to “evolute" himself. 
In 
IBM, the lecturer 
started his 
school with thirty pupils; th© past year 
it had l.lOo pupils and eighty instruc­ 
tors and IOO pupils had been turned 
away for lack of room.

Such an institution can be 
found here. For years it has carried on 
business on the theory that vast ma­ 
jorities of men are honest in money 
matters. 
A total stranger, by merely 
leaving his nome and address, can bor­ 
row from $5 to $26 in cash. 
N o pledgo 
is taken, no interest is charged. 
As 
proof of the fact that people are honest 
it may be stated that this office has put 
$60,000 annually into circulation in 
small loans during the last four yearn 
The books show that but $489 has beeu 
lost because people failed to return what 
they had borrowed. In many cases peo­ 
ple try to return more than they have 
received, but tho rules of the office for­ 
bid their making this sacrifice. 
Of 
course this remarkable loan office ii 
not managed by an individual or a firm. 
Its membership embraces 400 resident* 
of the lower east side. 
About 260 ar* 
proprietors of sm all east side busine* 
houses and are in easy circumstances. 
The other 150 members are poor work­ 
ing people—push cart men, tailors,street 
peddlers, eta 
Their wages w ill not av­ 
erage $10 a week. 
The 260 business 
men paid in $10 as dues the first year, 
and the 150 working people gave $8 I 
each. This made a fund of about $8,000 
with which to start the loan office. The 
name amount has been paid in every 
year, and tim wk* clarion has received 
many donations. 
Today the association 
has about $15,000 loaned out and about 
$8, OOO in cash on hand. 
The society 
puts out its money on an average of 
about four times, a year. 
Counting it 
•very time it is put in circulation, about 
$60,000 is loaned annually. 
This helpful institution, which dou­ 
ble discounts the church pawnshop es­ 
tablished here two years ag*». bears a 
^ 
. . 
. 
Hebraic name, which in English means J L i l t I v O S 0 S I1'" J>rnation* 
that money is loaned according to the 
law laid down in the Bible— namely, 
without security, without interest, w ith­ 
out knowledge whether the borrower is 
honest until after a trial has been given 
and without allow ing any one man to 
know that a brother needs help. 
Of the money loaned not a cent has 
ever gone to a member, the deserving 
poor alone being aided. 
A ll an appli­ 
cant has to do is to leave his or her 
name and address. 
No indorsement or 
certificate of honesty is needed. 
No re­ 
ligions distinctions are made, all appli­ 
cants being treated alike. 
For four 
years this remarkable loan office has 
been quietly doing good. 
It does not 
w e t notoriety, and few outside the ter­ 
ritory which profits by its helpfulness 
know that such a worthy institution ex­ 
ists. 
When a borrower enters the office 
aud begins to tell a tale of woe, the sec­ 
retary protesta 
If he sees the person is 
needy, money is handed gut, and the 
borrower is told that it is hot necessary 
to relate his or ber troubles. If a person 
has borrowed $5 aud repaid it, $10 w ill 
be loaned, lf $10, then $15 w ill be giv­ 
en, and so on up to $25. 
The ward in 
which this loan office is located has 
100,000 people packed into a radius of 
one mile, a greater population to the 
area than can be found in any other 
city in the country.— New York L ett*

Wednesday night the famous colored 
orator and educator, Booker T. Walli­ 
ngton, of Tuskegee, Al i , lectured at 
Indianapolis on “The Fortunes of the 
folorei People oi th® South.” 
Prof. Washington discussed brief! y 
the false solution offered for the negro 
question, namely, coloni? ition, territor- 
ization and the absorption of his race 
into the 
Anglo-Saxon. 
He 
then 
offered his own solution, which condos 
in training the negro on industrial and 
scientific lines that he may success­ 
fully compete with the white man 
in 'killed as well as unskilled labor. 
He sought first to teach economy, in­ 
dustry, habits of thrift and accumula­ 
tion of property and stated his firm un­ 
alterable conviction that 
the negro 
with means and skill will receive the 
treatm ent of a gentleman from 
bis 
white neighbors. 
He believed it a* pos­ 
sible fora race as an individual to work 
out its own salvation. 
Ile gave a state­ 
ment of the growth of "Tuskegee nor 
mal and industrial institute" as a proof 
that the negro was hard at work Irving 
to “evolute" himself. 
In 1881, the lecturer started his 
nchqol with thirty pupils; the past year 
it had LUK) pupils and eighty instruc­ 
tors, and 400 pupils had been turned 
away for lack of room. 
The institute 
has thirty six buildings, and I HOO acres 
of land, valued at $2*0,000. 
From this 
center had gone forth skilled hands 
and strong hearts to stimulate, direct 
and energise the negro rare in every 
community. 
Pupils lrom twenty-two 
states wi re enrolled. 
Ile hoped to so 
elevate his own race that the white race 
north and south should be elevated 
also 
The H,OCH),OOO colored people 
could not be degraded in the United 
St ates without the whites at the same 
time lowering their own standard of 
civilization. 
The lecturer received iienerous ap­ 
plause throughout his discourse.

C o rre c tio n o f E r r o r In E x is tin g L aw 
Special O rd e r F o r M onday.

15.—When the 
fee aud salary law of 1895 was enacted 
it was through error made to provide 
that county auditors and 
treasurers 
should turn in fees equivalent to their 
fixed salaries.

In many cases peo 
pie try to return more than they hav< 
received, but the rules of the office for 
bid their making this sacrifice.

course this remarkable loan office is 
not managed by an individual or a firm. 
Its membership embraces 400 residents 
of the lower east side. 
About 250 ars 
proprietors of small east side business 
houses and are in easy circumstances. 
The other 150 members are poor work­ 
ing people—push cart men, tai lore, street 
peddlers, eta Their wages w ill not av­ 
erage $10 a week. 
The 260 business 
men paid in $10 as dues the first year, 
and the 150 working people gave $8 
each. This made a fund of about $8, OOO 
w ith which to start the loan office. The 
game amount has been paid in every 
year, and the association has received 
mony donations. Today the association 
has about $15,000 loaned out and about 
$8,000 in cash on hand. 
The society 
puts out its money on an average of 
about four times, a year. 
Counting it 
•very time it is put iii circulation, about 
$60,000 is loaned annually. 
This helpful institution, which dou­ 
ble discounts the church pawnshop es­ 
tablished here two years ago, bears a 
Hebraic name, which in English means 
that money is loaned according to the 
law laid down in the Bible—namely, 
w ithout security, without interest, w ith­ 
out knowledge whether the borrower is 
honest until after a trial has been given 
and without allowing any one man to 
know that a brother needs help. 
Of the money loaned not a cent hag 
ewer gone to a member, the deserving 
poor alone being aided. 
All an appli­ 
cant has to do is to leave his or her 
name and address. 
No indorsement or 
certificate of honesty is needed. 
No re­ 
ligious distinctions are made, all appli­ 
cants being treated alike. 
For four 
years this remarkable loan office has 
been quietly doing good. 
It does not 
seek notoriety, and few outside the ter­ 
ritory which profits by its helpfulness 
know that such a worthy iustitutiou ex­ 
ists. 
When a borrower enters the office 
and begins to tell a tale of woe, the sec­ 
retary protests, 
If he sees the person is 
needy, money is handed qnt, and the 
borrower is told that it is hot necessary 
to relate his or ber troubles. If a person 
has borrowed $5 and repaid it, $10 will 
be loaned. If $ 10, then $15 w ill be giv­ 
en, aud so on up to $25. The ward in 
which this loan office is located has 
100,000 people packed into a radius of 
<me mile, a greater population to the 
area than can be found in auy other 
city in the country.—New York Letter 
In Pittsburg Dispatch.
